He said 
Mr. Arafat also sent a message to the Palestinians of Hebron 
praising their “firm stand in confronting the Zionist occupation 
and their support to the PLO leadership.” Masked gunmen att- 
acked a crowd of Arab students in Hebron earlier Tuesday, killing 
three and injuring 33 others.

The incident, the worst act of 
violence in the troubled territory 
for three years, was followed by 
protests during which a teenage 
Arab girl was shot dead by Israeli 
troops.

The army moved in hundreds of 
troops, sealed off Hebron with 
roadblocks and imposed a curfew 
on the Biblical town, the scene of 
frequent clashes between Jewish 
settlers and Arab residents. 

Within hours, angry Pal- 
estinians took to the streets of 
other West Bank towns. In Nab- 
lus. an Arab girl was shot dead by 
Israeli troops trying to rescue fel- 
low soldiers trapped in a stone- 


BEIRUT (R) - Rebel forces 
were reported to be gaining gro- 
und on Yasser Arafat’s loyalists 
Tuesday as -rival Palestinian gue-- 
rrilla factions battled in eastern 
Lebanon for the fourth successive 
day. 

The latest round of fighting 
calmed down after about 1.000 
local people staged a protest 
march to the scene of the clashes 
to call on the combatants to lay 
down their arms, local radio cor- 
responde ms reported. 

State-run Beirut Radio said sue 
people were wounded in the da- 
shes Tuesday mom mg. which cen- 
tred on villages round the strategic 
crossroads town of Shtoura in 
Lebanon's eastern Bekaa Valley. 

Mr. Arafat's supporters say the 
rebels are trying to endrcle loy- 
alist positions in Shtoura, thus dri- 
ving them off the Beirut- 
Damascus highway and com- 
pleting their control of the sou- 
thern section of the Syrian-held 
Bekaa Valley.

Aware of their inability to inf- 
luence events beyond their means, 
and wary of Arab attempts to con- 
trol their organisation. Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO )

The move to play down public 
criticism of Syria was apparently 
mooted at a PLO Executive 
Committee meeting held in Tunis 
Saturday and reflected in dis- 
cussions among Palestinian off- 
icials here. 

Information about meetings 
between Mr. Arafat and the 
Saudi, Algerian and French min- 
isters all indicate that mediation 
teams and envoys are faced with a 
negative Syrian response. 

The Syrian attitude, however, 
did not prompt the Palestinian 
leadership to react in an ant- 
agonistic manner. This position

Pessimistic attitude 

But pessimism was voiced by a 
delegation of Palestinian writers 
and journalists who met with Syr- 
ian Foreign Minister Abdul Halim 
Khaddam in Damascus a few days 
ago. 

The Syrian minister persisted 
on the stance that Fateh should 
solve its problems first and then 
deal with the Syrians. He was rep- 
ortedly quoted as saying by the

BAGHDAD (R) — Iraqi Pre- 
sident Saddam Hussein visited the 
northern sector of the Gulf war 
Tuesday as Iraq said it hadfoiled a 
fresh Iranian attack in the Haj 
Omran area of the front. 

The Iraqi News Agency (INA) 
said President Hussein visited the 
First Army Corps in mountainous 
Kurdistan province, where Iran 
launched a cross-border thrust on 
Saturday, to “express app- 
reciation of the great heroism of 
our brave fighters." 

The agency also quoted the 
corps commander as. saying Iraqi 
forces early Tuesday beat back an 
Iranian attack on what he called 
“an important mountain in the 
Haj Omran area.” 

Iraqi naval units Tuesday des- 
troyed two “enemy naval targets" 
heading for the Iranian port of 
Bandar Khomeini at the head of 
the Gulf, INA reported in a sep- 
arate dispatch. 

The agency, quoting a military 
spokesman, did not identify the 
targets, which it said were des- 
troyed with “strong and direct 
hits” at about 0440 GMT. 

It said several other "targets" 
fled in confusion, while all Iraqi

Basis of relations

committee relative to relations 
with Syria. The first tendency, 
which apparently prevailed and 
endorsed by the Marxist org- 
anisations on the PLO and some 
Fateh and independent members, 
is that the Syrians are still very 
close to the Soviet Union, and 
there is no fear, at least in the near 
future, that Syria will enter into 
any U.S. sponsored settlement. 
Therefore, efforts should be made 
to keep the Syrians' strong rcl- ■ 
ations with the Soviet Union int- 
aa. 

This interpretation views att- 
acks against Syria as a dangerous 
factor that might push the Syrians 
into the ranks of the Americans. 
Hence, they add. and due to geo- 
political reasons, a strategic all- 
iance with Syria is a goal that the 
PLO should struggle to achieve.

COLOMBO (R) -The Sri Lan- 
kan government, battling to pre- 
vent the spread of rioting.

•such detainees and prisoners 
died ” it said. 

The government said Monday it 
was taking steps to provide relief, 
facilities to an estimated 20.000 
Tamils who had been made hom- 
eless by the violence.

Information 
vlinister Soumaila vlahamat told 
reporters Libya had sent three or 
four battalions of fresh troops to 
the Oasis town of Faya-Largeau. 

He also accused Libya of mas- 
sing more troops and aircraft in 
ihc Aouzou strip, part of Chad's 
territory which Libya claims as its 
own and has occupied for the last 
| u years. 

Libya denies Chad's charges 
that it has been directly involved _ 
in the month-long fighting, the’ 
latest in the Central African cou- 


ntry’s protracted civil war. 

The American shipment was 
pan of a Sin-million aid package 
which Washington pledged to 
boost the government’s war effort 
against Libyan -equipped rebels 
led by former President Goukouni 
Oueddci. Government sources 
said more U.S. military hardware 
as well as food supplies would fol- 
low this week.

No wars can stop taxi drivers on the trail of two cities

BEIRUT — With almost daily art- 
illery battles raging around -the 
Beirui-Damascus highway, a 
drive between the two capitals is 
.an uncertain venture on twisting 
.detours through breathtaking 
mountain scenery and countless 
checkpoints. 

In recent days, warring Druze 
and right-wing Christian militias 
.exchanging heavy rocket and art- 
illery fire in the Shouf Mountains 
■have kept pan of the highway 
■immediately east of Beirut almost 
constantly closed. 

The mad in the Bekua Valley 
•further to the east has also been 
■ shut by feuding Palestinian gue- 
rrillas. 

But with luck, careful timing 
and by using a network of minor 
mads that buck and twist across 
the precipitous hills, travellers can 
make the trip, crossing the fro- 
ntline between Israeli and Syrian 
forces. 

The journey, in normal times a 


comfortable Hid kilometre ride, 
takes around four hours if all goes 
well, is expensive and sometimes 
alarming.. 

With no flights between Beirut 
and Damascus, however, it is the 
quickest way between the cities. 

Starting from Damascus, the 
highway goes through barren, 
rocky hills between the Syrian cap- 
ital and the Lebanese border, then 
gives way to the flat expanse of the 
Bekaa before rearing up dra- 
matically into the Shouf Mou- 
ntains. 


Charge of taxis 


Syrian taxis will take travellers 
across the border and the Bekaa as ■ 
far as Shtoura in Syrian-held ter- 
ritory. There Lebanese drivers vie 
with each other to secure the fare, 
of at least S 1 On. for the last section 
through the mountains. 

With passport stamped and hav- 
ing brushed aside youths clinching 
currency for exchange, the taxi 
heads out past sandbagged art- 
illery emplacements and hundreds 


of Syrian troops and Palestinian 
guerrillas, many of them strolling 
among roadside shops buying 
provisions. 

Here the road runs several miles 
north of the Israeli -Syrian fro- 
ntline. but has often been closed 
recently by fighting between opp- 
onents and supporters of Palestine 
Liberation Organisation iPLO 
chief Yasser Arafat. 

Camouflaged young Syrian sol- 
diers normally wave traffic thr- 
ough the frequent checkpoints, 
but only the bravest run the gau- 
ntlet of rockets and bullets when 
the Palestinians are feuding. 

In five trips in recent months. 1 
have never had serious trouble, 
although a suspicious Israeli sol- 
dier once held me at gunpoint, 
hands in the air. while he checked 
.my credentials. 

From Shtoura. the traveller's 
safety rests with the driver of the 
Lebanese taxi, usually a clattering, 
bald-tyred old Mercedes, who one 
hopes knows the best route of the 
day.

He also knows how to treat each 
brand of -lighter * encountered 
along the way. 

“Damascus (military) police." 
said one driver with a knowing 
nod one day last week as he swung 
open the door to give a ride to an 
armed Syrian soldier heading for 
the front line. 

The soldier leaned back with a 
polite smile and lit a cigarette as 
the car strained up the mou- 
ntainside. leaving behind the 
brown and green patchwork of the 
fertile Bekaa. 

We now turned off the main 
highway, heading north and fin- 
ally west on crumbling side roads, 
winding up and down past aba- 
ndoned houses and huts occupied 
by Syrian men. 

Heavily-camouflaged tank pos- 
itions were visible in places among 
the stunningly beautiful ridges and 
passes, intruding on the scented 
pine woods, wild flowers and con- 
stant “checch-chccch" sound of 


crickets. 

Alter the military policeman 
got out at a checkpoint in one of 
the many villages, a Syrian pol- 
itical officer handed a propaganda 
sheet through the car window. 
Round the next comer the driver 
flung it out again as we app- 
roached the from line. 


At the lasr Syrian positions we 
were thoroughly checked before 
crossing the front line anil going 
through the same at a Lebanese 
army checkpoint. On this trip we 
were north of Israeli lines. 


Driving through the last of the 
mountains, there was little sign of 
the shelling that hit surrounding 
areas the night before, but postere 
of Christian heroes contrasted 
sharply with pictures of Dmzc 
leaders in a village only a kil- 
ometre or two back. 


As we sailed down safely into 
the bustle of Beirut there were no 
signs of fighting, at least for the 
time being. 


TEHRAN iRi - The whole str- 
eet in front of the French embassy 
in the centre of Tehran has been 
closed off by police following 
Sunday night’s bomb attack on the 
trade mission, claimed by an 
Armenian guerrilla group. 

France had asked Iran on Sat- 
urday to increase protection lor its 
offices in Tehran, after previous 
bomb attacks damaged the trade 
mission and an Air France office 
on Thursday night.

• .He said the trade/ mission fiad 
been- the least well - guarded 
French target in Tehran. Its police 
guard had apparently also been 
responsible for another dip- 
lomatic building some distance 
away in the same sLreet. 

The Iranian national news age- 
ncy IRNA quoted a revolutionary 
official as saying efforts were und- 
erway to find the people who pla- 
nted the bomb. 

IRNA commented that "alt- 
hough such actions against French 
interests are because of the cou- 
ntry’s colonialist policies in var- 
ious pans of the world, nev- 
ertheless such terrorist operations 
are not in the interests of the Isl- 
amic revolution." 

In a telephone call to the French 
news agency in Tehran, a woman 
read a statement warning that the 
Orly group would strike again if 
France did not release a number of 
suspected members of ASALA 
detained in Paris.

Agri marketing company 
final arrangements made 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Higher Agricultural Cou- 
ncil, under the chairmanship of Prime Minister 
Mudar Badran, Tuesday decided at the Prime Min- 
istry that the new company for the marketing and 
processing of agricultural products will offer its sha- 
res to public subscription on Sept. 15 


Prime Minister Mudar Badran Tuesday chairs a 
meeting of the Higher Agricultural Council which 
discussed the final arrangements ibr the est- 


ablishment of a 'company for the marketing and 
processing of agricultural goods (Petra photo) 


The issue win be for a duration 
of 45 days and all subscribers will 
have to pay 25 per cent of their 
shares' value upon registration. 

The company, which is to be run 
along commercial lines, will be 
given government support and 
win run in compliance with the 
government’s policy of supporting 
the agricultural sector, and pro- 
viding it with modem facilities, the 
council stressed. 

The council decided during its 
four-hour meeting to reduce the 
value of fixed assets to be tra- 
nsferred in the company from the 
government by JD 2 million. A 
special commission has evaluated 
the standing assets at JD 12 mil- 


lion. which will after its transfer to 
the company win not exceed JD 
1 0 million. The company will have 
to cover half this sum through cash 
payment, while the other half wifi 
be given to the company in the 
form of a soft long-term loan, with 
a period of grace of five years. 

The loan will be interest exempt 
during the period of grace, and the 
interest rate for the following 
years is to be reduced from 7.5 per 
cent to five per cent to guarantee 
company profitability. The cou- 
ncil also derided that the com- 
pany's establishing committee 
should apply to the government to 
include its processing and canning 
operations in the company's app- 


roved economic projects, which 
would, as a result, be granted cus- 
toms free status and on income- 
tax holiday for nine years. 

The company plans to market 
agricultural products and to deal 
with production surplus and sea- 
sonal imbalances in such a way as 
to guarantee a satisfactory income 
for the farmer, and provide the 
consumer at reasonable prices. 

The company will also und- 
ertake to use surplus agricultural 
products in its processing ope- 
rations. and to market them out- 
side the country. It will also est- 
ablish and manage retail outlets 
atid to negotiate contracts with 
farmers to grow certain crops 
while providing them with seeds 
and technology needed tor pro- 
duction. 

The company has been reg- 
istered at the Ministry of Industry 
and Trade, with a capital of JD 
10.UtKi.tHjn. 51 per cent of which 
will be owned by the treasury and 
other government institutions.

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Iraq, Jordan agree on Euphrates project 


as water supply schemes reduce shortages

AMMAN — Preparations for 
drawing water from the Euphrates 
River in Iraq are going ahead acc- 
ording to plan and a local Jor- 
danian firm is now making fea- 
sibility studies of the project, acc- 
ording to Water Supply Cor- 
poration (WSC) Director Yassin 
Al Kayed. 

He said that agreement was rea- 
ched between Iraq and Jordan on 
this project and plans for its imp- 
lementation will be drawn up after 
the local firm has completed its 
review. 

In an interview with the Jordan 
Times and Al Ra’i newspapers, 
Mr. Kayed also spoke about the 
WSCs projects to supply water 
throughout Jordan. 


Amman area 


The water situation in Amman 
and its southern regions is good, 
and the town of Madaba. 30 kil- 
ometres south of here is now rec- 
eiving sufficient water supplies 
from Al Qastaf springs. Mr. Kayed 
said. One of the areas of Amman 
which used to complain of chronic 
water shortages, tfarj Al 
Hamam, is now adequately sup- 
plied and the areas of southern 
Amman like Sahab and its nei- 
ghbouring villages will redeve 
continuous supplies by the end of 
the month, Mr- Kayed added. 

According to the WSC director, 
the United Nations Children Fund 
(UNICEF) is currently helping in 


the implementation of a water 
project to Ban! Hamideh’s 1 1 vil- 
lages south of here. 

West of Amman, the WSC is 
planning to carry out a project to 
supply a cluster of 1 2 villages with 
water once the relevant studies are 
completed. The project is to be 
earned out west of the town of 
Wadi Seer. 

Two major water projects are 
being implemented in the Jordan 
Valley and also tn the western reg- 
ions by the Jordan Valley Aut- 
hority (JVA). When these pro- 
jects are completed, Mr. Kayed 
said they will supply water to 
Amman and the Balqa region 
around Salt. 

In the Balqa region itself, he 
said, the water situation is sat- 
isfactory and distribution is going 
on according to a set programme. 
The. WSC now plans to drill an 
artesian well in the Yazidieh reg- 
ion m order to solve the problem 
of water shortage at Zay and Al 
‘Aida west of here. Mr. Kayed 
said. 

He added UNICEF is con- 
tributing to this project which will 
also benefit 13 small villages aro- 
und Zay and Al ‘ Arda. 


erOorate received a daily supply of 
22 cubic metres of water. Work is 
nearing completion on Al Tan- 
nour water project to supply Ajl- 
oun and its villages with sufficient 
water supplies, Mr. Kayed pointed 
out. 

Also a water project to draw 
Wadi A3 Arab water jo the lrbid 
Govemorate is in its initial stages 
and should be completed in 24 
months, Mr. Kayed added. 

Karak Govemorate, Mr. Kayed 
said, now receives sufficient qua- 
ntities of water from Al SuJtan- 
Ghweir water springs. The region 
receives between five and .six tho- 
usand cubic metres of water 
daily. Mr. Kayed said. Another 
water project to benefit eight vil- 
lages in Karak Govemorate will 
be implemented once a loan from 
the Kuwait-based Arab Fund for 
Economic Development arrives to 
finance it Mr. Kayed said. 

According to Mr. Kayed, after 
exploiting AI Disi water springs, in 
1982, water has been reaching 
Ma’an Govemorate regularly. 
But. he said, the WSC has floated 
a tender recently to implement a 
project to draw water to the gov- 


emorate from Ras Al Naqab. The 
project, which will benefit six vil- 
lages, will be partly financed by 
the Kuwaiti fund, he said. 


WSC’s other responsibilities: 


Mr. Kayed said that the WSC 
has the responsibility of supplying 
water to all parts of the country 
except for the Amman area which 
is the responsibility of the Amman 
Water and Sewerage Authority 
(AWSA) and the Jordan Valley 
which falls under the jurisdiction 
of the JVA. 

As from the beginning of this 
year, the WSC has given part of its 
responsibility for supplying water 
to towns and villages to local cou- 
ncils. 

Under the new arrangement, 
the WSC provides water to big 
water towers built for this purpose 
by the local councils, and the latter 
distribute the water to the homes. 
Mr. Kayed explained. 

But. he said, in places where 
there are no local municipal and 
village councils, the WSC takes 
the direct responsibility of sup- 
plying the population settlements 
"with water.

The water situation in the lrbid 
Govemorate is good because the 
WSC. since the start of this 
summer, has begun supplying the 
region with sufficient amounts 
(nearly 32.000 cubic metres) of 
water daily, Mr. Kayed said.

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God knows what else 


Following the cold-blooded murder of young Palestinians, yes- 
terday, we were told that the Israeli occupation authorities hnrf 
already mounted a search for the perpetrators of the ugly crime 
aga in st the students of the Islamic College. But we have come to 
understand the Israelis much better than that. 

On the one hand, it might be the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation that ordered the attack against the Palestinians, those 
Israelis said. And what a dirty claim it was. On the other hand, 
the Levmger settlers might have been to blame for the massacre 
— not the Begin government itself, of course. 

Well, even if it was only an extremist Jewish group that did 
the cowardly killings in Hebron yesterday, will the Israeli 
authorities catch the murderers? They certainly will, but only 
when they catch those who blew up and maimed the mayors of 
Ramallab and Nablus. 

Actually, we expect that the occupation authorities will nei- 
ther catch the criminals nor even look for them. 

As we have just said, the trouble with Israel goes far beyond 
this state's declared aim of wanting security from and co- 
existence with the Arabs. 

Israel, through both its daily practices and official thinking, 
insists on making its fight in the Middle East without wha- 
tsoever hope for the future. It takes two to co-exist, which the 
Israelis do not seem to remember. 

The massacre of Palestinian students in Hebron on Tuesday 
serves notice that this area's troubles are far bigger than a 
Jewish state looking for recognition and coexistence with the 
Arab World. The heinous crime, which no doubt was carried 
out by Jewish settlers and blessed by Israeli official thinking if 
not practice, shows once again that Israel is hell bent on cov- 
ering up and encouraging attacks against the inhabitants of the 

occupied West Bank until their final physical elimination. 

There can be no question in our minds that the massacre 
perpetrated in Hebron yesterday, and the continuing agg- 
ression and terrorism byXhe settlers ofKizyatArba and others 
against the Palestinians in most West Bank towns and villages, 
is but the latest move in an Israeli plan aimed at the full 
subjugation of the Palestinian people, and driving them away 
from their homes and land , in order to Israelite all the occupied 
territories, and God knows what else. 


ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 


Al Ra’i: Annexation speeds ahead 

ISRAELI DEFENCE Minister vloshe Arens vlonday expressed his 
government's long term objectives in relation to the occupied Arab 
territories by announcing that Israeli law will be applied to these 
territories as a first step towards final annexation. Although this 
Israeli stand is not a new one. the announcement of Israeli intentions 
at this "particular time and in such an overt manner means that the 
annexation plans arc now in the finishing stage. Israel has realised 
that the situation in the West Bank and the Gaza Strip is no longer the 
focus of world attention and therefore it has chosen to announce its 
plans at a moment when the superpowers and the Arab countries of 
the region are involved in the Lebanese crisis. 

Israel believes that the implementation of this plan at such an 
opportune moment will save it the usual wave of denunciations by the 
world. Israel has relentlessly worked to conceal the Palestinian issue 
from the eyes of ihe world, as a first step towards achieving its goals. 
Of course Israel's invasion of Lebanon has helped its leaders to fulfil 
this aim. Despite the deep differences among the Arab states, we still 
believe it is not too laLe lor a serious effort by Arab countries to pool 
their resources and build up their strength to foil the sinister Israeli 
plan. 


Al Dustour: Disunity lets in Begin 

IT SEE vlS that Israeli Prime Minister Mcnachem Begin will end his 
political career by keeping his election promises of 1^77 when he 
declared his intention of annexing the whole of the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. We have no doubt that this plan is being carried out 
especially after hearing Defence vlinisier vloshe Arens announcing 
Monday that Israel plans to apply Israeli law to the Arab territory 
prior to a formal annexation. We do not know when the final ann- 
exation will take place but Israel's increased establishment of set- 
tlements and the repressive measures imposed on the Arabs in the 

occupied lands are strong indications that the Israeli scheme is about 
to be implemented. 

Israeli leaden are of course benefiting from the current Arab 
situation, the Arab countries petty internal feuds and the inter Pal- 
estinian strife. It is at this moment, when Arab states are completely 
involved with issues other than the Palestinian problem, that the 
Israelis have chosen to announce their intentions.' Arens' views were 
supported by Interior vlinisier loscf Bourg and a leader of the 
Israeli opposition Labour Party Haim Bar Lev who said that the 
River Jordan constitutes. Israel's permanent frontier. 


Sawt Al Shaab: A prelude for division 

THE CU R RE NT events in Lebanon are but a prelude to an eventual 
partition. In the north of the country, there exists factions under the 
Syrian umbrella and claim a sizeable parml the country. Lebanese 
renegade army officer Saad Haddad is in control of the southern part 
of the country with full Israeli backing while in Beirut the Lebanese 
President and his government are trying desperately to control Leb- 
anon's affairs in the face of interactional fighting. 

The formation of the National Salvation Front Ted by Walid Jun- 
blatt came as a result of an attempt by one faction ( the Phalangists i to 
impose its will over all other factions in Lebanon. Lebanon's central 
government cannot ignore the legitimate demands of the other gro- 
ups like the Druze in Lebanon who have traditionally been partners 
with the Maronites in running ihc country. The central government 
cannot ensure security and stability in Lebanon unless it recognised 
the rights of al! the factions and allows them to join in forming a 
national government representing all sectors of the Lebanese people. 


Democrats seek ways to beat Reagan

WASHINGTON - With one 
year left to find a presidential 
nominee for the 1984 elections, 
the opposition democrats are now 
tiptoeing towards battle with 
Ronald Reagan as though they 
faced an exercise in giant-killing. 

Their two main anxieties eme- 
rged in kmg. soul-searching talks 
recently conducted between 
would-be White House can- 
didates and hundreds of Dem- 
ocratic Party leaders. 

One is s a grudging respect for 
President Reagan's mastery as a 
politician capable of arousing pub- 
lic support and turning the tables 
on over-confident foes on almost 
any issue. 

The other is an identity crisis 
within the party itself, with those 
proud of its traditionally liberal, 
big-government stance con- 
fronting those who say that for 
1 984 the party needs a sharp cha- 
nge of image and an exciting new 


candidate to match. 

As a result although Mr. Rea- 
gan carries political burdens ran- 
ging from unemployment to rum- 
ours of scandal in his 1980 ele- 
ction campaign, many leading 
democrats are no more confident 
of beating him now than they were 
a year ago. 

As for finding their own nom- 
inee, they are even less certain 
now than six months ago when the 
race began in earnest. 

Former Vice President Walter 
Mondale, leading by 2-1 in polls 
only a month or two ago. is now 
neck-and-neck with space hero 
John Glenn, a middle-of-the-road 
Ohio senator. 

Nuclear freeze advocate Alan 
Cranston, a liberal senator from 
California, is chipping away at Mr. 
Mondale's left fiank. 

Black civil rights leader Jesse 
Jackson may take a big chunk out 
of that same flank if he decides to 
enter the fray. 

Polls show that more and more 
Democratic Party leaders are 
remaining publicly uncommitted 


until they see who drops out first 
in the 1984 primary elections and 
party causes that will select del- 
egates to the presidential nom- 
inating convention. 

The opposition party leaders 
discussed their quandaries at a 
stock-taking session of their gov- 
erning body, the Democratic Nat- 
ional Committee, late last week in 
Detroit. 

It took place exactly one year 
before the 1984 nominating con- 
vention. and in the very hotel Mr. 
Reagan used as his headquarters 
during the 1980 Republican con- 
vention. 

He cast a long shadow over the 
democrats' meeting. 

“ Mr. Reagan will not be easy to 
defeat." said Mr. Cranston, who 
has watched the president operate 
politically for years in their com- 
mon home-state. California. 

“ His acting skills enable him to 
fool some of the people most of 
the time and most of the people 
some of the time. We must see to it 
that he does not fool a majority of 
the voters in November of 1984”. 


Virtually everyone at the Dem- 
ocratic meeting assumed Mr. 
Reagan would run again even 
though he has not said so. And 
almost no one expected him to be 
hurt much by the current row over 
how Ids 1980 campaign aides got 
hold of briefing papers prepared 
for then-President Jimmy Carter. 

Barring some dramatic dev- 
elopment in that affair, most dem- 
ocrats said, the campaign will turn 
chiefly on the state of the economy 
and on whether Mr. Reagan man- 
ages to improve bis standing with 
militant women, blacks and oth- 
ers. 

At the Detroit meeting. Senator 
Ernest Hollings of South Car- 
olina. a long shot for the nom- 
ination. said what the democrats 
needed was a campaigner as slick 
as Mr. Reagan himself. 

“I'd suggest, in the best spirit of 
unity, that we don't come off very 
well" with the public. Mr. Hollings 
said. “We need a new symbol new 
packaging". 

Concern about the party's 
image came from all sides. 

Some warned that democrats 


should not go too far in toning 
down their traditional liberalism 
and support of govcmmcni- 
financed social programmes. lest 
they disaffect faithful constituents 
and end up imitating Rcagan-style 
conservatism. 

“I don’t think we're going to 
win this campaign unless we aro- 
use the energy and intensity of our 
people." said* Mr. Mondalc. 

"Unless people want to vote, 
unless they feel a stake, unless 
there’s a difference (between the 
candidates! and they know it... 
we're not going to make it”. 

But many democrats fear [he 
party has not gone nearly far eno- 
ugh to combat the idea that it hab- 
itually raises taxes, spends money 
and panders to special interest 
groups such as organised labour, 
racial minorities and feminists. 

■ The latter charge is often made 
by dark-horse presidential con- 
tenders like former Florida Gov- 
ernor Reubin Askew. Senator 
Gary Hart of Colorado and Mr. 
Hollings. who suggest Mr. Mon- 
dale and Mr. Cranston are vying to 
curry favour with labour, teachers. 


Jews and other liberal bixs.

Mr- Askew said to 
Detroit. *' Weiausi be more than a 
collection of scltaecking interest 
groups—- we arc not black, or.

Japan unlikely to meet foreign aid targeit

TOKYO — Japan's ambitious 
attempt to double the size of its 
foreign aid programme over a five 
year period which began in April 
198] seems almost certain to fail, 
largely because of constraints on 
the domestic budget. 

Fulfilment of the target would 
mean the disbursement by the 
government of just over S21 bil- 
lion worth of aid during the five 
years up to 1985. When the aid 
doubling target was adopted io the 
winter of 1 980 it appeared not too 
difficult to achieve. However aid 
disbursement actually fell in both 
1981 and 1982. at least in dollar 
terms. 

Government officials estimate 
that disbursements would have to 
rise at an annual rate of 28 per 
cent in 1983. 19X4 and 1985 to 
make up for the setbacks during 
the first two years of the pro- 
gramme. This is admitted to be 
“extremely difficult,” although 
foreign ministry officials are ref- 
using to give up the struggle alt- 
ogether. 

Two things have gone wrong 
with the aid programme during 
the past couple of years apart from 
the basic problem of budgetary 
constraints. The first and more 
serious mishap was a sharp decline 
in the value of Japan's multilateral 
aid (meaning aid disbursed thr- 
ough international institutions 
such as the World Bank and the 
Asian Development Bank). 

Multilateral aid seems to have

blems outside the control of Japan 
itself. However foreign ministry 
officials blame their colleagues at 
the Ministry of Finance for having 
deliberately withheld one imp- 
ortant payment to the Int- 
ernational Development Agency, 
the World Bank's soft loan "win- 
dow’'. that was technically due at 
the end of 19 82. The payment was 
withheld — or rather delayed — 
according to the Foreign Ministry, 
because of a dispute about Japan's 
voting rights at the World Bank, 
which are considered not to be on 
a par with its contributions. 

The second snag which the aid 
programme encountered last year 
was a sharp decline of the yen exc- 
hange rate against the dollar. This 
meant lhaL yen-dominated loan 
made by the Japanese government 
were worth less in terms of dollars 
than would have been the case a 
year earlier. 

Taking the aid programme as a 
whole, the yen depreciation made 
the difference between a modest 
rise in disbursements and the' 4.7 
per cent fall, in dollar terms, that 
was actually registered. The dep- 
reciation was a piece of bad luck, 
but officials in charge of the aid 
programme must have known 
from the start that success or oth- 
erwise in achieving the aid dou- 
bling target would rest at least par- 
tly on the movement of exchange 
rates. 

Leaving aside unavoidable fac- 
tors s'uch as exchange rate shifts 
and administrative problems in 
international financial ins- 
titutions. Japan's aid dis- 


bursements during the first two 
years of the five-year target period 
would seem to have been running 
more or less on schedule. 

Yen-denominated bilateral 
lending rose sharply in 1982 — 
particularly to China — and there 
was a respectable increase in the 
value of technical assistance. 

Aid officials say that if bilateral 
aid can be made to keep on gro- 
wing for the next 2.5 years at rou- 
ghly the rate of 1981 and 1982. 
the doubling target ought to be in 
the bag. However it is at this point 
that budgetary difficulties start 
cropping up. Foreign aid. along 
with defence and energy dev- 
elopment. has enjoyed exemption, 
for the past three years from the 
extremely severe expenditure cei- 
lings imposed by the Ministry of 
Finance on other government 
programmes. In 1984. aid may 
enjoy a much more limited degree 
of exemption than in the past. 

The budgetary problem means 
that Japan will certainly have to 
start cutting back on the rate at 
which it has been increasing its aid 
pledges from next year onwards. 
There is a time lag between ple- 
dging and disbursement, but even 
disbursements could begin to slow 
down in the final two years of the 
aid doubling programme. This will 
be particularly likely if the gov- 
ernment fails to come up with a 
solution to the problems of the 
Overseas Economic Cooperation 
Fund, an organisation specialising 
in soft loans to less developed 
countries whose finances are in 
serious disarray. 


Japan's apparent inability to 
fulfil its own target for increasing 
foreign aid seems bound to att- 
ract a good deal of criticism from 
other nations, if only because fai- 
lure seems to be occuring at pre- 
cisely the lime as the country's 
external balance of payments is 
moving strongly into surplus. 

Officials at the Foreign Ministry 
(which champions the aid pro- 
gramme) and at the Finance Min- 
istry (which reluctantly puts up the 
funds for it) insist, however, that 
there is no real connection bet- 
ween the billions of dollar Japan 
earns from its overseas Lrade and 
the money it can afford to spend 
on aid. 

The aid programme is paid for 
out of the national budget, not out 
of the foreign exchange reserves, 
and Japan's national budget, as 
officials never tire of repeating, is 
more deeply in the red than that of 
any other major industrial nation. 

When all is said and done. Japan 
remains a highly important' aid 
donor, especially to nations in its 
own pan of the world. The value 
of Japan's overseas development 
assistance in 1982 was the fourth 
largest among the main donor 
countries, and would have been 
third if France had excluded don- 
ations to its own overseas pos- 
sessions. Japan has a passable rec- 
ord as an aid giving country, but 
passable could prove not quite 
enough for a nation which is rap- 
idly e merging as one of the world's 
most formidable economic pow- 
ers.

Greece claims victory 
over accord with U.S.

ATHENS — Greece and the Uni- 
ted States have initialled an accord 
on the future of American bases in 
Greece, bringing to an end nine 
tortuous months of difficult neg- 
otiations. 

After the ceremony, the prime 
minister. Mr. Papandreou, cla- 
iming a national victory for the 
government, called the agreement 
unique and “an historic step tow- 
ards Greek national ind- 
ependence.” 

He stressed that the accord for- 
esees the bases, four large ins- 
tallations and 20 ancillary fac- 
ilities. being closed five years from 
Jan. 1. and dismantled over 17 
months in 19K9. In addition, the 
United States has pledged to pro- 
vide Greece with S5U0 million in 
military assistance for 1984. Cose 
to the 70 per cent level of Ame- 
rican military assistance to Turkey 
to maintain whaL it calls the mil- 
itary balance in the Aegean. 

However. Mr. Papandreou's 
critique of the accord appears to ' 
be selective, reflecting again the. 
nature of the negotiations, where 
hardheaded talks were combined 
with Greek theatre. Mr. Pap- 
andreou has been negotiating on 
two fronts --with the Americans 
and with his own domestic public 
opinion. 

In opposition. Mr. Papandreou 
was the scourge of the Americans, 
articulating and contributing to 


the widespread Greek suspicion of 
American policies in this volatile 
region, and virulently attacking 
the previous conservative gov- 
ernments for their attempts to 
reach a new bases accord. 

But since coming to power. Mr. 
Papandreou appears to have som- 
ewhat moderated his stance. The 
negotiations, he continually str- 
essed. were not for the pre- 
servation of the bases in Greece, 
but to establish a timetable for 
their removal. This, he told other 
Greek political leaders and the 
nation in a televised briefing, is 
what he has achieved. 

However. American officials, 
speaking privately, point out that 
the five-year cut-off point for the 
bases is not automatic, but only 
comes into force should either side 
request that the bases be closed 
two months before the agreement 
expires. Should neither do so. then 
presumably the bases will con- 
tinue until their closure is req- 
uested. , 

The' accord fozsees that the 
bases will be exclusively def- 
enrive.'lrai that Greece will have 
the right to control all their act- 
ivities. In the event of a Middle 
East crisis. Greece wfll see that 
.they are not used against any of its 
friends in the region, and Athens 
can suspend the accord uni- 
laterally in a case of extreme urg- 
ency.

Why bankers put the boot into Brazil

LONDON — The row between 
Brazil and the International Mon- 
etary Fund (IMF) has been the 
biggest test yet of how far Western 
banks and governments can imp- 
ose their own versions of strict 
economic management on Third 
World countries. 

The result — reassuring to ban- 
kers and financial markets — is 
that the IMF still has the whip 
hand even in dealing with the 
world's largest debtor, one of only 
two (the other is Mexico) with the 
financial muscle to make a real 
fight of it alone, A substantial cut 
in real wages has been agreed as 
pan of a new economic austerity 
package, paving the way for a deal 
with the IMF and a few more 
months of sleep at night for int- 
ernational bankers. 

The unanswered question — 
the one they should really be wor- 


rying about now that Brazil app- 
ears to have bitten the dust in the 
great shoot-out — is whether the 
Brazilian government’s much pub- 
licised fears of blood on the streets 
as the price of austerity prove to 
be more than a negotiating lactic. 

The events of the last few weeks 
may have involved a certain amo- 
unt of orchestration. When Dr. 
Fritz Lcutwilcr. the managing dir- 
ector of the Bank for International 
Settlements - a grouping of the 
world's central banks — ann- 
ounced that Brazil would not be 
allowed an extension on a vital 
loan, the shock inside Brazil pre- 
pared the way for a crisis tel- 
evision announcement of new aus- 
terity measures. 

Britain’s experience in neg- 
otiating with the IMF in 1 976 sug- 
gests that governments can use the 
fund as an excuse for unpopular 
measures to which they may alr- 
eady be drifting through force of 
circumstance. As some Brazilian 


ministers, but not the president, 
appear lo have privately accepted 
the need to bow to the IMF long 
ago. there was clearly some sho- 
wmanship involved.’ for public 
consumption. 

But the evidence is that at least 
some of the fears of instability are 
real. Brazil is a country that has 
survived economically by rapid 
growth but has lost many of its 
.markets in the world recession. It 
has a fast-growing population that 
does not have the liberal comforts 
of the British social security sys- 
tem to prevent poverty turning to 
outright starvation and despair. 

With 125 million people — a 
large proportion of them suffering 
bad food, inadequate housing. and 
rising unemployment -- those in 
jobs have been protected against 
inflation of over Itii! per cent by 
index linking of their wages. Now 
this has been reduced to xo per 
cent of price rises to cut the budget 
deficit and. according to Brazilian 
politicians to prevent a further 


rise in unemployment. 

Though the IMF may prove to 
have pushed too hard, it also has 
serious problems if it is seen as a 
soft touch. The fund does not have 
enough money to finance a rescue 
by itself and has normally worked 
jointly with commercial banks. 
Though the IMF used some suc- 
cessful browbeating of banks dur- 
ing the Mexican rescue, patience 
has been wearing thin, and there 
has been much Ies s success in cor- 
ralling banks into the Brazilian 
deal. 

In February, the IMF set up a 
first rescue package for Brazil, 
jointly with commercial banks, 
but the Brazilians within a couple 
of months missed most of their 
economic targets. Some banks 
used defects in the technical str- 
ucture of the financing as an exc- 
use to wash their hands of the aff- 
air. The current negotiations are, 
therefore, about saving a rescue 
that is only five months old any- 
way. which has contributed to a 


shell-shocked and rather cynical 
view of Brazil. 

In these circumstances, the 
bank lenders who are vital to pro- 
pping up Brazil* 5 finances are unl- 
ikely to cooperate if they believe 
that the IMF has been made to 
look an ass. The banks have been 
doing their own homework "in 
order to show the IMF that they, 
will not be satisfied if the fund's 
seal of economic approval is dev- 
alued, with the implication that 
ultimately they might not coo- 
perate. 

Brazil needs 58 billion in new 
loans between now and the end of 
next year, and the banks are exp- 
ecting to provide $5 billion of this. 
The rest, they say. must come 
from government, which will pre- 
sent Mrs. Thatcher with a tough 
decision when the Brazilians air- 
•jve asking for new trade credits 
and government export gua- 
rantees. Her view appears to be 
that debtors should not .nec- 
essarily be bailed out, and that the 


banks should face , the-eeti'! 
sequences of their unwise lendttK^ 
She will be even less sympathetic 
later this month when she sees the 
big British banks profits, which. 
wDI be sharply. up in spue of-the 
debts crisis.

LOS ASGELES (R) - Evelyn 
Ashford may hold the world Uni 
metres record but she will need to 
beat East German Marlies Goehr 
and aJJ other rivals in Helsinki 
next month to prove she is the 
world's fastest woman. 

Earlier this monLh in the rar- 
efied heights of Colorado springs, 
she sped" to a 1CM) metres world 
record of 10.79. slicing two hun- 
dredths of a second from the mark 
Goehr set in East Beilin in June. 

But many argue that the East 
German's time, unaided by the 
thin air of high altitude, is int- 
risincally superior to Ashford's 
new record. 

When Goehr and Ashford faced 
each other last month on the new 
Los Angeles Olympic track, the 
East German ran away with the 


race and left her American rival a 
disappointed third. 

Ashford will have her chance to 
silence the doubters at the World 
Athletics Championships in Hel- 
sinki next month, although she 
docs not expea the argument to 
be settled before the 19X4 Oly- 
mpics here.

MOSCOW (R) — World record- 
holder Yuri Dumchev of the Sov- 
iet Union has every reason to feel 
confident of becoming the first 
men's world discus champion 
□ext month. 

With thoroughbred physique 
and a track record to maich. 25- 
year-old. Dumchev is already 
ahead of his rivals. But Soviet 
sports commentators say the best 
has yet to come and he could be 
stronger. 

At the Soviet Spartakiad in 
May. applause rippled round 
Moscow's Lenin stadium in ant- 
icipation of something special as 
Dumchev stepped into the circle. 

He began a series of confident 
throws with a Soviet best for the 
season of 6S.76 metres. He ext- 
ended this to 711.64 before finally 
sending the discus soaring beyond 
the 71.1 6-metre world record flag 
to a new best distance of 71.87 
metres. 

The Soviet sports daily Sov- 
ietsky Sport hailed his ach- 
ievement as a declaration of intent 
for the Fust World Atheltics Cha- 
mpionships in Helsinki next 


month. 

Dumchev. a student at a phy- 
sical education college in the Mos- 
cow region . is a relative newcomer 
to top class track and field com- 
petition. 

But Soviet coaches who spotted 
him seven years ago could rec- 
ognise in him even then a future 
champion for he had all the att- 
ributes of height, weight and 
speed. 

An all-round athelete. Dum- 
chev has the ideal physique for 
throwing events. He is an acc- 
omplished weight-lifter, can clock 
1 1 .0 seconds for 1 00 metres and is 
a competent high and long jum- 
per. 

He started his athletics career as 
a hammer thrower and to this day 
uses the hammer to help polish up 
to discus technique. 

In his first year of serious com- 
petition in 1976 Dumchev threw 
53.54 metres for the Soviet junior 
squad, leading them to victory 
over the United States and East 
Germany and earning the title of 
best junior discus thrower in 
Europe. 


He joined the ranks of Soviet 
record-holders in 1977 with a 
throw of 5^.32 metres, and three 
years later won a place in the Sov- 
iet Olympic team. 

Injury prevented Dumchev 
from finishing higher than fifth at 
the Moscow Olympics but he still 
finished the 1 9, so season on a high 
note as Soviet champion and 
record-holder after throwing 

68.16 metres. 

Last season he pushed the Sov- 
iet record distance further, first to 

69.16 metres then to 69.30. 

After his coach reported he was 

throwing 73 metres in training ses- 
sions. it came as no surprise when 
he notched his first world record 
this March. 

Dumchev’s only . weakness is 
one common to many discus thr- 
owers — he often fails to produce 
his best on the day of the com- 
petition. 

This season, however, his coach 
is reported to have been working 
on conq uering this shortcoming by 
. instilling self-confidence in his 
protege and placing special emp- 
hasis on technique and rhythm.

At indoor competitions she has 
dazzled spectators by substituting 
a sleek bodysuit, covering eve- 
rything except her head and 
hands, for her normal track outfit. 

Ashford owes much to coach 
Pat Winsfow-Connolly. a former 
Olympic pentathleie who is mar- 
ried to ex-Olympic hammer gold 
madallist Harold Connolly. 

Ashford came under 
Winslow-ConnoHy’s guidance at 
the University of California here 
in 1 975 at the age of 19. Within a 
year she was in the U.S. Olympic 
team and has dominated Ame- 
rican sprinting ever since. 

She hopes to crown her career 
with an Olympic gold medal and 
even emulate Wilma Rudolph's 
triple-gold triumph of 1969. But 
first she faces a showdown in Hel- 
sinki with Marlines Goehr.

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OAPEC to hold exceptional 
meeting on disputes . 

BAHRAIN (R) — Arab oil producers win hold an extraordinary 
meeting next month to set rules for a disputes tribunal which would 
pave the way for a resolution of an argument between Iraq and Syria. 
OAPEC officials said Tuesday. 

The officials at OAPEC (Organisation of Arab Petroleum Exp- 
orting Countries) headquanerein Kuwait told Reuters in a telephone 
interview that invitations had been issued for the ministerial meeting 
in Taif. Saudi Arabia, early in August. 

The work of the tribunal, established a year ago to resolve dif- 
ferences among member countries, has been blocked by the dispute 
between Iraq and Syria on how it should operate. 

This followed Iraq's approach to the tribunal after Syria last year 
closed a pipeline carrying crude oil from the Iraqi city of Kirkuk 
across Syrian territory to the Mediterranean pons of Banias. Syria 
and Tripoli in Lebanon. 

Syria said the tribunal was not competent to deal with the Iraqi 
complaint because procedural rules had not been adopted formally. 

Syria, which backs Iran against Iraq in the Gulf war. said in May its 
action in closing the pipeline was not political, but stemmed from a 
renewed dispute over transit fees. 

When it was closed, the pipeline was reported to have been ca r- 
lying about 400,000 to 500.000 barrels of oil per day. far below its 
maximum capacity of 1.4 million barrels. 

The closure of the pipeline and Iraq's outlets in the Gulf because of 
the Gulf war has left the country with only one pipeline, from Kirkuk 
to Turkey’s Mediterranean port of Ceyhan. for oil exports. 

This pipeline now transports about 700.000 barrels per day. less 
than a quarter of Iraq's experts before the war started in September 
1980. oil industry sources said recently. 

The mbunal has met several times in Kuwait to hear the Iraqi 
complaint, but has not given a ruling. 

Bahrain, the Uni- 
ted Arab Emirates. Algeria. Tunisia. Iraq. Syria. Libya and Egypt, 
whose membership was suspended in 1979 after it signed a peace 
treaty with Israel. 

Exxon’s profits rise by 26% 

NEW YORK (R) — Exxon. America's largest industrial cor- 
poration. announced Monday it increased its earnings by 26.6 per 
cent for the second quarter of this year even though its total revenues 
declined. 

The oil company made a profit of $ 1.1)7 billion on revenues of 
S22.8H billion in the second quarter of 1983. compared with 5X49 
million on revenues of S25. 12 billion forthe same period of 1982. 
In the First half of the year Exxon earned 52.13 billion, a rise of 

26.5 per cent over the SI .69 billion made in the first half of 1982. 
Revenues fell to 546.59 billion from 55 1 .96 billion. 

Chairman C.C. Garvin cited increased crude-oil production in the 
United States, the North Sea and in Malaysia as contributing to the 
company’s increased profits. 

Standard Oil Company of Indiana, the sixth largest U.S. oil con- 
cern. said it increased its profits for the second quarter to S426 
million from S3X2 million last year. Revenues fell to S7.4 billion from 

57.6 billion. 

For the first half of this year, however, earnings declined to 5825 
million from S852 million as revenues rose to Sl‘4.9 billion from 
SI 4.7 billion. 

Amerada Hess, the 17th largest U.S. oil company, improved both 
earnings and revenues of SI .9 billion compared with the S61 million 
on revenues of 51.78 billion, ip the second quarter of 1 982. 

Profits for the first half.pif 1.983 were 573.2. million compared with 
844.9 million last year as jeyenues fell to S3.75 billion from 44.15 
billion. 

Officials discuss herring row 

BRUSSELS ( R) — Common Market fisheries ministers make a fresh 
attempt Tuesday to break deadlock over North Sea herring catches, 
already halted by the fleets of four countries. 

Officials from Greece, current president of the council of min- 
isters. and from the community's executive commission met the 
ministers individually overnight trying to find a q uick solution to the 
iOw. which is also holding up rhe allocation of 1 983 quotas of other 
-types of fish in Community waters. 

"••Member states bordering the North Sea are claiming herring cat- 
ches well in excess of those available. Most of the fishing area was 
cbsed until earlier this year for conservation reasons.

EEC ministers extend steel quotas 


BRUSSELS (R) — European 
Economic Community industry 
ministers Tuesday decided to ext- 
end compulsory 'steel production 
quotas for six months after Italy 
fought plans to renew them for a 
longer period, diplomats said. 

They said an official com- 
munique was expected to endorse 
in principle a need to keep the 
quotas going until the end of 1 985. 
but renew them at present only 
until the end of next January. 

A French official told jou- 
rnalists the ministers also agreed 
that extra steel quotas of around 

800.000 tonnes should go to Fra- 
nce. West Germany and Belgium 
in the 12 months backdated to 
July 1. France would receive 

61 5 .000 tonnes of this. 

British representatives had also 
been optimistic about an increase 
in their quotas, but there was no 
immediate confirmation of the 
quota plans. 

The common market com- 
mission. backed by most member 
states, wanted a iwo-and-a-half 
year extension of the quota system 
to safeguard community steel pri- 
ces for producers hit by falling 
orders in a recession-hit market. 

Italy resisted the longer ext- 
ension for two main reasons. It 
argued that it could not be exp- 


ected to enLer a binding com- 
mitment for such a tong period 
just before a new Italian gov- 
ernment took office. 

Diplomats said Italy also wan- 
ted to be able to use the future 
renewal of steel quotas as a wea- 
pon in bargaining over steel plant 
closures, which are due to be fin- 
ally notified to the commission 
next January for implementation 
by the end of 1985. 

An official statement issued 
after the talks said the ministers 
agreed to extend the quota system 
until Jan. 31. and to approve bef- 
ore then a further extension until 
the end of 1985. 

Greek Economic Secretary 
Constanrinos Vaitsos told jou- 
rnalists the ministers had taken a 
legal decision to prolong quotas 
for six months, while affirming the 
need to keep them going until the 
end of 1985 was a political dec- 
ision. 

A new common market steel 
quotas agreement should calm 
industry fears about prices. Ind- 
ustry Commissioner Etienne Dav- 
ignon said Tuesday. 

He told a news conference he 
was disappointed that industry 
ministers had renewed com- 
pulsory steel production quotas 
for six months and not Lwo- 


and-a-half years as requested by 
the commission. 

But he said this was partly offset 
by a political commitment exp- 
ressed ty the 1 U national ministers 
at the end of their meeting Tue- 
sday that they would later prolong 
the system until the end of 1 985. 

Mr. Davignon. who earlier war- 
ned that uncertainty over the fut- 
ure of quotas was understanding 
steel prices, noted that the final 
formula took account of the Ita- 
lian ministers's difficulty in com- 
mitting the incoming government 
for a long period. 

Mr. Davignon said the ext- 
ension of the quota system would 
make less painful the process of 
shedding 26.7 million tonnes of 
steel capacity by end-1985 from 
1981.1 levels. 

He said Italy at the ministerial 
talks had not disputed the com- 
mission's decision to require a 5.8 
million tonne capacity cutback by 
the Italians. This will involve more 
new cuts than are to be made by 
any other community country. 

Mr. Davignon said the pro- 
portion of community steel output 
covered by quota arrangements 
would increase to between 8o and 
85 per cent from around 7U per 
cent at present following the add- 
ition of heavy plates. large girders 


and joists to the list. 

Mr. Davignon said it was pre- 
mature to say how different mem- 
ber states' quotas would be aff- 
ected in future. 

These would depend partly on 
production swap arrangements 
between plants for different types 
of steel. Firms could also qualify- 
for help under flexibility pro- 
visions if they ran into serious tro- 
uble over the way the quotas ope- 
rate. 

' However, he said a West Ger- 
man firm would receive a 1 32.IKIU 
tonne quota increase, a Belgian 
firm 65.9tm tonnes, and two 
French firms a total of 465 .out) 
tonnes. 

Mr. Davignon said the extra 
quotas would be filled partly from 
surplus quotas attributed pre- 
viously to West Germany's Kio- 
eckncr steel firm, which is eng- 
aged in a legal fight against heavy- 
commission fines for over- 
production. 

Commission officials said Mr. 
Davignon also envisaged granting 
extra quota shares to companies 
cnee they have carried out abouL 
85 per cent of restructuring plans 
aimed at restoring the 
community-wide industry to via- 
bility bv the end of 1 985. 


West Europeans seek assurances 
on United States farm trade deal 


BRUSSELS(R) —The European 
Economic Community (EEC) 
Tuesday sought assurances from 
Washington that a planned U.S. 
butter sale to Egypt did not mark 
an escalation in the simmering 
transatlantic dispute over farm 
trade. 

Officials said the Europeans 
sought clarification of the pro- 
posed deal at the start of two days 
of talks between trade negotiators 
from both sides. 

We want certain precisions”, a 
spokesman from the European 
commission said, adding that 
Washington had notified Brussels 


of its intention to sell IX.OUli ton- 
nes of butter and 6.000 tonnes of 
cheese to Cairo, traditionally a 
European market. 

The officials said the deal, along 
with accompanying statements in 
Washington that it was designed 
as a warning shot to the com- 
munity. had prompted fears here 
that an uneasy truce in the trade 
row might be broken. 

The Europeans fear that as the 
U.S. presidential election cam- 
paign moves into full swing in the 
autumn, the U.S. administration 
will face strong domestic pressure 
to retaliate further. 


But U.S. officials here, while 
acknowledging that the com- 
munity had so yet made no sig- 
nificant concessions over sub- 
sidies. played down the sig- 
nificance of the dairy sale. 

The offer was part of the adm- 
inistration's food aid programme 
rather than a deliberate attempt to 
hit the Europeans, they said. 

Officials said the two days of 
talks this week would focus mainly 
on the operation of existing rules 
on subsidies agreed at the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, 
and on specific differences over 
pasta and wheat flour exports. 


But with four or five more neg- 
otiating rounds scheduled before 
the end of the year, they expected 
no significant breakthrough. 

Meanwhile the European 
commission began three days of 
separate internal talks on ove- 
rhaul of its farm support pro- 
grammes. which have brought the 
trading bloc to the brink of ban- 
kruptcy-. 

Officials said the 14-member 
executive was focusing on steep 
cutbacks in dairy, cereals, beef, 
and oilseeds in its efforts to find 
savings of up to 20 per cent in the 
SI 4.5 billion annual farm budget. 


LONDON STOCK MARKET 


LONDON (R) - Stock prices closed firmer, although trading 
was quiet and interest largely centred on a handful of stocks, 
dealers said. At 1 500. the narrowly based F.T. 30 share index was 
up 6.9 at 707.8. 

Much of the index rise was attributable to Boots, up 2 1 p at 332 
on talk of U.S. interest. Glaxo, up 3op at 87o on U.S. press 
comment, and 1CI. 6p firmer on further American buying, dealers 
said. Other leaders mainly ended higher after a dull start. Banks 
were firm following interim results from Natwest. 

Government bonds were firmer. Gold and platinum shares 
gained, while U.S. shares were mainly higher. 

Bonds, helped by better than expected U.K. trade figures for 
June, ended with gains of around '? point in long dates, below the 
highs as U.S. bonds failed to extend Monday's gains. 

In Banks. Natwest was up 3p at 652 after its interim results, 
having opened at 639. while Barclays gained 18p to 492. Also 
after results. Vantona gained 6p at 151. Grindlays fell Kp to J 74. 
In Breweries. Whitbread gained 8p to 142 after the chairman's 
statement reporting higher sales in the recent hot weather. 

Electricals fell. In firmer oils B.K rose 4p after Monday's fait on 
the proposed sale of pan of the U.K. government’s stake.

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Kissinger says committee 
might criticise Reagan’s 
Central American policy 


WASHINGTON (R) — Henry Kissinger, long an 
advocate of using force where necessary to dis- 
courage the spread of communism, says a new bip- 
artisan commission he heads might criticise Pre- 
sident Reagan’s Central America policy. 


The former secretary of state 
took a neutral line Monday when 
he met reporters after conferring 
with Mr. Reagan on the com- 
mission created to recommend 
long-term U.S. military and eco- 
nomic policy in the region. 

Dr. Kissinger said he would not 
become involved in current U.S. 
moves in the region, denounced 
by Mr. Reagan's critics as gunboat 
diplomacy aimed at toppling Nic- 
aragua's Sandinista government. 

Mr. Reagan denies the 
charge and has agreed with Nic- 
aragua's leftist government in fav- 
ouring regional negotiations to 
ease the turmoil in Central Ame- 
rica. 

But he says it will be difficult to 
make progress while the San- 
dinistas are in power in Managua. 
He has ordered U.S. naval exe- 
rcises off Nicaragua and joint gro- 
und combat manoeuvres Nic- 
araguan axis exporting revolution 
to El Salvador and elsewhere. 

Mr. Reagan scheduled a White 
House press conference for Mon- 
day night at which he was exp- 
ected to be questioned at length 
about his Central American pol- 
icies. 

As Dr. Kissinger was explaining 
the role of his commission. Mr. 
Reagan's critics reacted sharply to 
a flood of published reports all- 
eging that the military exercises 
would be accompanied by a major 
increase in secret operations aga- 
inst Nicaragua and of American 
military advisers in El Salvador. 

Thomas O'Neill, speaker of the 
House of Representatives and one 
of many Democrats who attacked 
Mr. Reagan's policies, said the 
president's actual and potential 
actions were “awful, absolutely 
awful ... frightening." 

The house was to start a debate 
Tuesday on a move to eliminate 


S80 million in undercover aid to 
anti-Sandinista governments. 

Mr. Reagan created the bip- 
artisan commission to draw up 
recommendations that might help 
him to counter strong con- 
gressional and public opposition 
to increased military aid to El Sal- 
vador and to the ami -Sandinista 
forces. 

The commission is dominated 
by Reagan supporters. But Dr. 
Kissinger said there were enough 
members, such as prominent 
Democrat Robert Strauss and 
labour federation leader Lane 
Kirkland, to make him feel it was 
“quite possible a report will come 
out that differs with aspects” of 
administration policies. 

Dr. Kissinger, who disclosed he 
turned the assignment down sev- 
eral times before finally accepting 
it. said it was highly probable he 
would want to visit Nicaragua and 
also talk to other leftist groups in 
Central America. 

U.S. troops 

WASHINGTON (R) - U.S. 
combat troops will take pan in 
exercises in Honduras next month 
for the first time, a senior Defence 
Department official said Monday. 

He said between 3.00U and 
4.1 too U.S. ground troops, not 
necessarily all combat troops, will 
join Honduran forces for the exe- 
rcises. which will stretch over six 
months. 

The official, who asked not to 
be named, said the exercises 
would included a U.S. amphibious 
landing on Honduras' Caribbean 
coast and tactical air manoeuvres 
from the aircraft carriers Ranger 
in the Pacific and Coral Sea in the 
Caribbean.

‘U.S. Central American 
policies are catastrophic’ 


LONDON (R) —Britain’s deputy 
Labour leader Denis Healey said 
Tuesday there was a risk of a mil- 
itary catastrophe as a result of Pre- 
sident Reagan's Central Ame- 
rican policy. 

Mr. Healey, opposition spo- 
kesman on foreign affairs, said 
Mr. Reagan had misunderstood 
the situation completely, and he 
agreed with European leaders 
who believed the problems of 
Latin America could not be solved 
by military means. 

“What President Reagan is try- 
ing to do is to deal with social and 
political problems by the imp- 
osition of force from outside." he 


told a radio interviewer. “I do not 
see how that caq help.” 

"On top of the fact that Ame- 
rican current policy is acting as a 
recruiting agent for communism 
throughout Latin America, the 
pressure of world banks and 
American banks in particular — 
to cut the living standards of cou- 
ntries in Latin America is turning 
the whole continent towards rev- 
olution." he said. 

Mr. Healey said: “The risk is 
that the United States will find its- 
elf trapped in a situation like Vie- 
tnam — a situation in which the 
American people and Congress 
are deeply divided.”

Mr. Reagan told a news con- 
ference last Thursday he hoped 
there would be no need to mount a 
blockade to prevent the mov- 
ement of all shipping in and out of 
Nicaragua. 

But the official said the overall 
number of ships would be suf- 
ficient to impose a blockade on 
Nicaragua to halt the supply of 
arms to El Salvador. 

There were no plans to int- 
ercept any shipment of arms in 
international waters, he said. 

Salvador killings up 

SAN SALVADOR (Rl - Sta- 
tistics compiled by the U.S. emb- 
assy here show that the number of 
civilians killed in El Salvador has 
risen despite official U.S. reports 
that the Salvadorean government 
has kept trying to improve the 
human rights situation. 

The embassy figures, largely 
based on local press reports, show 
that Lhe number of deaths caused 
by political violence rose nine per 
cent to 1.054 in the first six 
months of this year. It was 961 in 
the second half of 1982. 

Human rights groups say the 
figures cast doubts on the validity 
of the process by which the Rea- 
gan administration certifies pro- 
gress in the country's human rights 
record before approving military 
and economic aid. 

By law. the Reagan adm- 
inistration must certify every six 
months that the Salvadorean gov- 
ernment is “working to increase 
respect for human rights and red- 
uce abuses by security forces". 

In the text of the last cer- 
tification report, issued last week. 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
said there was less evidence of 
progress towards ending violence 
against non-combatants and con- 
trolling all elements of the armed 
forces. 

Cuba marks 
Moncada raid 

SANTIAGO. Cuba (R) - Cuba 
Tuesday celebrated the 30th ann- 
iversary of a daring guerrilla raid 
which marked the beginning of the 
end of the old right-wing dic- 
tatorship and the birth of a rev- 
olution that would shake the 
Americas. 

The dawn attack on the Mon- 
cada barracks in this eastern city 
on July 26. 1933. transformed an 
obscure 26-year-old lawyer 
named Fidel Castro into a hero to 
the many Cubans who opposed 
the corrupt rule of Fulgencio Bat- 
ista. 

Dr. Castro and around 150 fol- 
lowers hoped to take the steeping 
garrison of 1.000 soldiers by sur- 
prise and perhaps spark a popular 
uprising in a country already bub- 
bling with anti-government fee- 
lings. 

But h went wrong from the 
start. Half his men got lost on the 
way. while others bumped into a 
stray army patrol, losing the adv- 
antage of surprise. The poorly 
armed rebels were forced to ret- 
reat and flee almost immediately. 

There were few casualties in t be 
fighting itself. The bloodshed 
came later when soldiers and pol- 
ice tracked down the attackers, 
torturing and killing about 80. 

The severity of the repression 
shocked the country, and stiffened 
the opposition. • 

Dr. Castro and his brother Raul, 
were among those who managed 
to avoid capture until the enraged 
military had calmed down. 

But they were soon captured 
and the trial allowed Dr. Castro a 
public platform for an elequent 
defence of the action and for the 
philosophy of what was to become 
the broad-left “July 26th mov- 
ement*’. 

Ironically in view of the course 
of the revolution after Dr. Castro 
came to power in new year 1959, 
the Cuban Communist Party of 
the time denounced the Moncada 
raid as “putschist” and ag ains t the- < 
interests of the peoplei 

There has been much debate in 
Cuba about the rale of Moncada 
in the revolution. Dr. Castro him- 
self said: “If we had defeated Bat- j 
ista in 1953, (American) imp- | 
erialism would have flattened us j 
because there was a great change 
in the world between 1953 and 
1959”. 

He argued that the Soviet 
•Union would not have been able 
to help post-revolutionary Cuba 
: in the early 1950s as it did a dec- 
ade later.

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Troops patrol riot-torn Colombo 


COLOMBO (R) - Pillars of 
black smoke hung over the palm- 
fringed Sri Lankan capital Tue- 
sday as soldiers maintained a tight 
grip after rioting in which dozens 
of houses were set ablaze. 

A day-long curfew in the capital 
and northern pans of the island 
republic kept hundreds of tourists 
cooped m their hotels while the 
streets were eerily silent. 

Troops in battle fatigues armed 
with rifles and sub-raachineguns 
guarded street corners and che- 
cked the curfew-passes of people 
coming into town. 

In the commercial centre and 
nearby bazaar area, blocks of hou- 
ses were smouldering and rubble 
lay in the streets. The charred 
wrecks of cars dotted main roads 
after Monday’s clashes and a few 
shop-keepers were rescuing the 
remains of their stock from gutted 
stores. 

Near the central police station. 


the B ank of Oman building was 
charred and in ruins. 

Communal rioting between the 
majority Sinhalese and minority 
Tamils erupted after 13 soldiers 
were killed by guerrillas in the 
north of the country last Saturday . 

The government has warned it 
will shoot looters on right 

On the road to Colombo air- 
port. naval personnel were che- 
cking traffic and truck-loads of 
troops patrolled the highway. 

Along the route into town, lined 
with coconut palms, pillars of 
smoke were rising from burning 
buildings. 

Houses and factories were smo- 
uldering and most civilians kept 
off the streets, though troops all- 
owed some villagers to visit nea- 
rby friends and relatives. 

In the capital's plush tourist 
hotels, hundreds of visitors were 
virtually trapped. Many sat by the 
pool-side, making the best of their 


enforced stay while others bar- 
gained for the few taxis with cur- 
few permits. 

Most flights in and out of Col- 
ombo were cancelled and around 
200 people were waiting anxiously 
at the airport for news of dep- 
artures. 

There was no public transport 
but tourist facilities such as cur- 
rency exchange were functioning 
at the airport. 

One flight arrival was an Indian 
Airlines plane from Madras car- 
rying about 1 1 passengers, among 
them Indian High Commissioner 
S J.S. ChhatwaL 

In Madras, most tourists were 
cancelling their trips to Colombo 
or putting them off until later in 
the week.

‘Sex films’ lawyer silent in court 


LOS ANGELES (R) - Lawyer 
Robert Steinberg has refused 23 
times under oath to answer que- 
stions about films he says show 
senior Reagan administration off- 
icials and others involved in sex 
acts. 

Responding at a court app- 
earance to a string of prosecution 
question. Mr. Steinberg, weary- 
looking. said over and over again: 
“I exercise the right not to give 
evidence against myself \ 

The lawyer caused a sensation' 
earlier this month when he told 
reporters he had been handed 
three films by a “blonde mystery 
woman” who wanted them used as 
a bargaining chip in the case aga- 
inst Marvin Pancoast. 33, an une- 
mployed clerk charged with mur- 
dering ex-actress Vicki Morgan, 
one of 10 people alleged to have 
appeared in the films. 

Mr. Steinberg told reporters 
others in the films wer two officials 


of ambassadorial level, a Con- 
gressman. the late multi- 
millionaire Alfred Bloomingdale. 
a close friend of President Rea- 
gan. Ms. Morgan, who had been 
Mr. Bloomingdale' s mistress, and 
three other women. 

But Monday Mr. Steinberg. 46. 
said he did not have the films, did 
not know whether there were any 
copies of such films, and did not 
know where the films were. 

Asked by prosecutors to show 
the films dnd identify the people in 
them. Mr. Steinberg said they had 
been stolen from a tennis bag in 
his law offices in the exclusive 
Beverly Hills district of Los Ang- 
eles. 

The district attorney's (pro- 
secutor* s ) office subpoened Mr. 
Steinberg to appear in court Mon- 
day to answer questions on the 
films. 

Called to the witness stand. Mr. 
Steinberg refused during the 


10-minute exchange to answer all 
but three of the questions put to 
him. 

Mr. Steinberg’ s lawyer Leonard 
Levine, who did not question his 
client on the witness stand, told 
reporters it would be up to the 
prosecutor’s office to decide whe- 
ther any legal action should be 
taken against Mr. Steinberg. 

Asked by reporters if he exp- 
ected to take action against Mr. 
Steinberg, deputy prosecutor Sta- 
nley Weisberg replied: “If we 
learned later he does have the 
films, we could take proceeding 
for perjury" . 

Mr. Levine told reporters: “I 
can't comment on why Steinberg 
claimed privilege not to answer 
questions at this time. The pri- 
vilege. under U.S. court pro- 
cedure, gives a witness a right to 
refuse to answer any questions 
that might tend to incriminate 
him". 


Anhui River flood gates opened 


PEKING (R) — Authorities in 
China's Anhui Province have 
opened the flood gates on the 
f-luai Rivet to allow rising waters, 
caused by torrential rains, to flow 
harmlessly into a designated area, 
the China Daily reported Tue- 
sday. 

It said the Mengwa flood cat- 
chment area, situated on the pro- 
vince's border with Henan, just 
south of Fuyang in Anhui, was 
thrown open Monday when the 
river became uncontrollable. 

But the New China News Age- 
ncy (NCNA) added that all major 
rivers previously reported in dan- 
ger of bursting their banks after 
storms hit this month were now 
below warning levels. 

The heavy rains first swept the’ 
length of the Yangtze River, kil- 


ling at least 100 people, inu- 
ndating farmland and triggering 
three huge flood tides, the last 
being the biggest on record. 

NCNA said this final tide had 
now flowed into the sea without 
causing major damage. 

The last record tide was in 1954, 
when the Yangtze burst its banks 
and thousands drowned. But the 
river's dikes have since been str- 
engthened and, apart from one 
minor breach near Nanjing, cap- 
ital of Jiangsu Province, have wit- 
hstood the latest assault 

Work is under way to close that 
breach at Longtanyu which aff- 
ected only 467 hectares, the China 
Daily said. 

Rain continued in' Eastern Jia- 
ngsu Province, where low-lying 
land has also been threatened by 


the Huai and its mass of small tri- 
butaries. canals and lakes, it said. 

But NCNA reported that dikes 
have held in Anhui and Henan on 
iK^ upper re^Hfes of the Huai, 
except for the Mengwa catchment 
pool where the water was allowed 
to run off. 

The central government had 
also called on authorities in pro- 
vinces along the Yellow River in 
the north, three major waterways 
in the northeast, and the Pearl 
running through Canton in the 
south to keep a dose watch on 
river levels during the period of 
rain. 

Meanwhile, the heatwave that* 
had gripped Peking ended with a 
. cloudburst Monday evening which 
■helped and a growing water sho- 
rtage. 


S. African 
drought ends 


JOHANNESBURG (R) - 
Drought-stricken South Africa is 
rejoicing after a weekend of wid- 
espread, heavy rainfall brought to 
some areas more rain than fell 
over the past 18 months. 

The rains, accompanied by fal- 
ling temperatures and gale force 
winds on the south coast, failed to 
end the drought or break a critical 
water shortage, but were a wel- 
come sight for water authorities 
and farmers. 

This year's drought has dev- 
astated the maize crop, the staple 
food of thousands of blacks in 
impoverished rural areas and the 
country’s main farm export. 

Malnutrition-related deaths 
have increased sharply and about 
two million tonnes of maize will 
have to be imported. 

The rains have come too late to 
save the maize crop, but agr- 
icultural experts said they should 
halt further deterioration in the 
current sugar and wheat harvests. 

Baby’s bad lock 

PRETORIA (R) - An aba- 
ndoned baby, who is at the centre 
of a political controversy in South 
Africa over her race, is of coloured 
(mixed, race) origin, a police sci- 
entist said. 

Maj.-Gen. Letter Neethling, 
bead of the South African police 
forensic laboratory, told Reuters 
that a microscopic examination of 
a single hair showed she was col- 
oured. 

The plight of month-old lias 
Venter, who was found aba- 
ndoned two weeks ago in a paper 
bag in Pretoria, has generated 
press and political protests about 
apartheid. South Africa’s policy of 
racial separation based on white 
supremacy. 


Kaunda says S. Africa 
can play important role 


LUSAKA (R) — President Kau- 
ri da of Zambia has said that the 
Organisation of African Unity 
(OAU) genuinely wants South 
Africa to be a member of the Sou- 
thern African regional grouping. 

Officially opening an ext- 
raordinary national council mee- 
ting of the ruling United National 
Independence Party (UNIP), he 
said South Africa could play a 
great role in the development of 
this whole area of the sub- 
continent 

He told more than 500 UNIP 
delegates Monday: “We gen- 
uinely want South Africa to be a 
member of this region's com- 
munity. She can play a great role 
in the development of this whole 1 
area of the sub continent 


"We want the people of South 
Africa of all races, to be integrated 
in the communities that make 
SADCC (Southern African Dev- 
elopment Coordination Con- 
ference) and PTA (Preferential 
Trade Area). 

“But we cannot allow her to be 
part of us while she continues to 
practise apartheid and does not 
allow the majority of the people of 
South Africa to participate in the 
running of their own country on 
the basis of one man one vote," he 
said. 

President Kaunda told the mee- 
ting that countries which con- 
tinued to prop up South Africa 
hrough their investments would 
lose their investments in flames.

MADRID (R) - Two Spanish 
flap; were burnt in the northwest 
region of Galicia Tuesday, the lat- 
est episode in a controversy over 
flying the colours which has set off 
violent demonstrations in the str- 
ongly nationalist Basque country 
as well as Galicia. 

Tuesday's burnings took place 
m Vigo. Monday, in Santiago de 
Compostela, nine policemen were 
injured and seven demonstrators 
arrested as Galician nationalists 
fought with police during a visit by 
King Juan Carlos. 

More than 70 people have been 
hurt in five days of clashes bet- 
ween anti- Bag demonstrators and 
police in the Basque country. The 
Basque violence went on into the 
early hours of Tuesday morning at 
the town of Renteria. 

There demonstrators have been 
trying to remove the red and yel- 
low flag from the town ball where 
it had unfurled by the socialist 
mayor during local festivities. 

The conflict has been dubbed 
“the war of the flags." 

Prime Minister Felipe Gonzalez 
said last weekend that attacks on 
the national colours would be met 
by the authorities with “the leg- 
itimate mechanisms of state 
power.” 

King Juan Carlos, speaking at 
Santiago de Compostela, con- 
demned such attacks and dec- 
lared: 

“The flag represents our unity 
and the sum of our history. We 
cannot tolerate its desecration.” 


Marcos settles 
diplomatic row 

MANDLAfR) — President Fer- 
dinand Marcos Tuesday allowed 
the journalist wife of the Swedish 
ambassador to leave the Phi- 
lippines despite the fact that she 
faces an arrest warrant over a libel 
suit. 

But the presidential official who 
signed the papers dealing the way 
for the departure of ambassador 
Bo Kalfots and bis wife, journalist 
Sheilah Ocampo, made a point of 
branding their marriage invalid. 

Army officers had brought a 25 
million peso ($2.2 million) suit 
against Mrs. Kalfors. They said 
she had libelled them by reporting 
in the Hong Kong-based Far Eas- 
tern Economic Review that the 
army bad shelled a central Phi- 
lippines village in a counter- 
insurgency operation, killing 200 
people. The array denied the rep- 
ort. 

An arrest warrant for Mrs. Kal- 
fors was not served last May bec- 
ause she claimed diplomatic imm- 
unity as the wife of the amb- 
assador. The Philippines- born 
journalist married Mr.. Kalfors in 
Sweden last year after divorcing 
her Filipino husband in the Dom- 
inican Republic. 

Mrs. Kalfors, 39, is one of a 
group of journalists whose reports 
of alleged infringements of human 
rights under Mr. Marcos's aut- 
horitarian rule and of military 
excesses in campaigns against 
communist and Muslim insurgents 
have angered the army and the 
president. 

Mr. Marcos himself told Reu- 
ters last February that if he were 
one of the offices mentioned in 
the review report he would sue. A 
few days later the libel suit was 
brought. 

Mr. Kalfors, who was flying to 
Sotckholm before taking up a new 
post as ambassador to Moz- 
ambique after four years in Man- 
ila, delayed his departure Monday 
for one day on the advice of for- 
eign ministry officials. 

In the event the ambassador 
and his wife were seen off by a few 
diplomats and officials without 
incident.

Zimbabwean priest says 
troops commit atrocities 


HARARE (R) — A respected 
Zimbabwe Roman Catholic priest 
said Tuesday he had received rep- 
orts of fresh violence against civ-' 
itians by troops on anti-rebel ope- 
rations in the southwestern pro- 
vince of Matabeleland. 

Father Hebron Wilson. who 
works in the provincial capital of 
Bulawayo, told reporters by tel- 
ephone he had handed a detailed' 
report to the government of Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe, the 
country’s bishops and the Catholic 
commission for justice and peace 
•in Zimbabwe, a human rights org- 
anisation. 

The priest, a member of the 
commission’s Bulawayo com- 
mittee, said his dossier included 
evidence of three massacres of a 
total of 51 civilians by troops of 
the North Korean-trained Fifth 
Brigade, a specialist anti- 
'insurgency group, in the first two 
weeks of June.
